ISSUES A LETTER

It Contains lostructions to {he Mercan-
tile Appralsers of the Slale.

THE RULES CONCERNING MILEAGE

Such Bills Will Not He Paid Untll
the Auditor General’s Department
Is Batisfied Thatthe Appraiser Has
in Person Visited in One Continous
Trip Every Piace of HBusiness
Assratede~Suits and Serving Sume
mons.

Auditor Genernl Mylin has issved a
circular letter to the county commis-
sioners of the state in relation to the
dutles of the mercantlle appralser. He
FuUggests that the appralsers be In-
formed on several points,

Ho Inelsts that apprailsers shall per.
sonally visit all stores or other places
of business llable to mercantile tax,
and says that no license is to be as-
gessed where the annual amount of
enles is less than $1,000, If dealers in
liguors sell other goods than liquors
then they must pay a license for the
sale of such goods. In all countles the
appraleer must furnish the county
treasurer a certified st of dealers with
their classifications,

The auditor general's department will
pay no bills for mileage unless it s
satiafled that the appralser has in per-
son vieited In one continuous trip every
place of businegs nssessed, In accord-
ance with a recent declasjon of the
Supreme court, dealers In live stock
are exempt and they must not be as-
sessed,

CERTAIN RUTCHERS EXEMPT,

Butchers who sell the meat of ani-
males they have slaughtered are nlso
exempt, but those Lutchers who pur-
chase cattle alvready killed and sell the
dressed meat are llable to the payment
of license. All forelgn or resident deal-
ers or firms who have a shop for the
Eile of meat apart from the slaughter
house must be taxed.

County treasurers are Instructed to
give the collection of llcenses for the-
atrleal, operatic or circus performe-
ances, and menageries and museums,
thelr personal attention and to strictly
enforce the act,

There mugt be no fictitious names on
the appralser's ilst, nor pames of per-
sone not rveslding at the places desig-
nated by him.

PRACTICE THAT MUST CEASE,

The attention of county treasurers s
directed to the practice In vogue In
many counties of the commonwealth
by Justices of the peace or aldermen
in lssuing summons and executions in
sults for uncollected licenses to cone-
stables other than thore residing in
the district where the defendant lives
nearest therets, The anditor gen-
eral holds that this Is in direct viola-
tion law and that the summong
must be lasued direct 1o the constable
reglding in the district, In the past
thers has been grave abuse in this di-
rection

The summons gnd executions In sults
for uncollected lHeenses have been
pluced in the hands of one constable
und he has traveled all over the coun-
Lty serving them and charging mileage,
oftentimes running his fees and charges
to R far larger amount than that col-
lected by him. The auditnr general
saye that hereafter no costs charged In
Violation of Jaw will be paid by the
department,

Under this circular the anudltor gen-
ernl will carefully scan all bills that
are sent In by mercantile appralsers,
He holds that it Is within his provinee
to reduce them within the meaning of
the law,

from careless cleaning of an oll tank,
bengine lamp explosion, gasoline lamp
exploslon, lighted clgar and hot ashan,

order were; February, January and
June, March, May, Aprll, December,
August and October, July, Beptember,

The 131 fires caused damage to the
amount of §70,786.584, On the buildings
and eontents burned or damaged there
was 300410068 of Insurance, showing
protection of $163,800.82 above the dam-
age,
